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DETAILED ACTION 
Elec t ion/Res tactions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-15 and 29-52, drawn to solid phase extraction, classified in class 
436, subclass 178. 

II. Claims 16-28, drawn to a well-less filtration device, classified in class 422, 
subclass 101. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions are not disclosed as capable of use together, they have different 
designs in that invention II forms a pattern of filter cells and land areas that invention I 
does not, and invention II includes a fluoropolymer as the fibril matrix which invention I 
does not. Further, invention I has the effect of allowing particles to flow through the first 
and second supports such that the supports of invention I are porous and those of 
invention II are not required to be porous. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
